Here are a few of the common species 
Canadian forests 


peculiar to our 
White Pine 


Pinus strobus L. 


French name: Pin blanc 


RANGE: White pine is one of 
the characteristic species of the 
Great Lakes — St. Lawrence 
Forest Region, the best growth 
taking place in the eastern por- 
tion. The species is also found 
outside the Region, extending 
north into the Boreal Forest as 
scattered large trees or in small 
groves. It occurs again in the 
neighbouring Acadian Forest 
Region to the east, where it is 
generally . distributed, 
found in small patches within the 
Deciduous Forest Region. 


HABIT: Mature trees are 
about 100 feet in height and 
may be up to 3 or 4 feet in 
diameter. Heights up to 260 feet 
and diameters of 5 to 6 feet were 
recorded in early days. Young 
treea in the open have live 
branches nearly down to the 
ground. These generally come 
out “at right angles, with those 
at the top usually pointing up- 
wards.” In old, forest - grown 
trees, the extended and rather 
widely separated. branches are 
very noticeable. 


BARK: Greenish-brown and 
smooth when young, developing

HABITAT: White pine is fast- 
growing and is found on a wide 
qrange of situations, doing best 
On lighter soils where it has 
abundant moisture. 


WOOD CHARACTERISTICS: 
Sapwood mostly under 24% inches 
thick except in young, rapidly 
growing trees. Heartwood pale

Do you think those separatists in 
Quebec might shut up about the 
whole thing if all the rest of us learn- 
ed to speak French fuently enough to 
give them a good cussing out in their 
native tongue? 

If this is a solution, let’s get crack- 
ing. But I don't think it can be ac- 
complished under our present system 
of learning the language. We are 
getting a great many teachers of 
French these days who can actually 
speak the language. But the system 
prevents them from passing it along 
to others. 

As a prominent educator said the 
other day, “We take kids from im- 
migrant families who speak poor 
English. We teach them French bad- 
ly, encourage them to forget their 
native tongue, whatever it is, and 


wind up with youngsters who are il- 


literate in three languages.” 

I know from experience. My mother 
had to go to a French-speaking school 
as a child. She learned the language 
with the ease all children have in 
grasping a tongue. All her life she 
could rattle it off lie a habitant. 

On the other hand, I studied French 
for five years in High School and 
four years in University. Nine years. 
Enough time, you'd think, to learn to 


speak French backwards, And that is: 


exactly how I speak it. 

Perhaps the worst feature of the 
teaching of French in thie country is 
the false confidence it engenders after 
exposure to a few years of it. You 
can spiel off a couple of sentences 
without stumbling, and you begin to 
think you're a regular Maurice Chev- 
alier. 

I remember one time in Brussels. 


My young brother was with me. The 


only French he Knew was crude, use- 
less stuff like, “Bebe, je t'aime” and

rics, Pile fabrics have a raised sur- 
face formed by small loops which 
stand up densely on the face of the 
material. The loops may be cut or 
uncut to form one of the three 
basic types of pile fabrics; frieze, 
velvet or plush. Sometimes com- 
binations of cut and uncut loops 
are used to create patterns, 

Flat fabrics simply means fab- 
rics without pile. They may have 
plenty of surface interest however, 
through variations jn weaving. 
patterns and yarns.” Again there 
are three basic types — plains, 
jacquards and novelties. “Plains 
achieve textures like rep, home- 
spun and basket cloth, Jacquards 
have the pattern woven right into 
the fabric-~such as brocades — 
andthe term novelties covers a 
huge range of such textures- as 
shantungs, tweeds and boucles. 


Most upholstery fabrics are,given 
special finishes now to make the 
surface shed soil and water. Some- 
times the finish represents an ad- 
ditional charge for the consumer so 
it is well to remember that such 
finishes may be superflous on fab- 
rics made from smooth man-made 
fibres like nylon’ and Terylene 
which are less absorbent, and 
naturally soil resistant. 

Styling and colour trends have 
begun to swing in a more indi- 
vidual and colorful direction. The 
long popular run of the neutral 
brown and beige family in Cana- 
dian homes is partially explained 
by the advent of television. This 
changed the character of the fam- 


ily living room from parlour to 
a family room and hence the big 


demand for tough wearing, neutral 


colored pieces. Now there is a 


swing to more elegance and rich- 
ness, but with the same durability.
